A Brigham  Young  University  “Cinderella”  debate  tdtem 
Saturday  captured  the  United  States  Air  Force  Academy  na- 
tional debate  championships,  at  Colorado  Springs,  Colo. 

TOM  READ,  SENIOR,  Spokane,  Wash.,  and  Craig  Chris- 
tensen, junior,  Lehi,  competed  in  nine  rounds  erf  debate  at  the 
academy’s  first  ^nual  national  invitational  tournament.  The 
BYU  duo  won  a 5-3  decision  over  Washburn  University,  Tope- 
ka, Kan.,  in  the  final  round  to  clinch  the  championship, 

WIN  GIVES  BYU  the  first  national  debate  champion- 
ship in  its  history.  The  title  will  stay  at  BYU  until  April  when 
the  United  States  Military  Academy  holds  jts  national  tourney 
at  West  Point.  At  tha^ime  BYU  debaters  will  be  in  the  thick 
of  competition  for  the  national  title, 

A total  of  five  trophies  were  awarded  to  BYU  for  tho 
victory.  These  included  a championship  trophy,  two  individual 
participation  trophies,  and  a traveling  trophy  which  will  remain 
in  the  school’s  possession  for  a year. 

THE  TRAVELING  award  is  a four  foot  bron?e  replica  of 
the  Air  Force  Falcon  statue.  Names  of  the  two  winners  will  be 
engraved  on  a plaque  attached  to  the  trophy.  Names  of  other 
winners  will  be  added  in  years  to  come. 

THE  FIFTH  award  was  presented  to  Read  who  won  second 
place  in  the  individual  speaker  competition.  In  this  division 
Read  was  bettered  by  only  one  point  by  a Kansas  State  Teach- 
ers’ College  debater. 

In  their  “come  from  behind  win”  the  BYU  debaters  de- 
feated the  second,  third,  fourth  and  two  fifth-place-tie  teams. 
Read  and  Christensen  had  won  four  and  lost  two  in  preliminary 
rounds  and  were  the  lowest  of  eight  teams  that  w'ent  into  the 
quarter  finals. 

GOING  INTO  the  sudden  death  final  rounds,  however,  the 
two  “caught  fire,”  according  to  debate  coach  Jed  Richardson, 
and  in  quarter  finals,  defeated  Southern  California,  which  was 
previously  unbeaten. 

In  the  semi-final  round  BYU  met  unbeaten  U.  S.  Military 
Academy  debaters  and  won  a 4-1  decision. 

IN  THE  FINAL  round  against  Washburn,  a team  that  had 
defeated  them  in  the  first  preliminary  round,  Read  and  Chris- 
tensen drew  the  negative  of  the  debate  topic,  “Resolved  that 
Congress  should  be  given  the  power  to  reverse  the  decisions  of 
the  Supreme  Court.” 

Five  judges,  representing  various  parts  of  the  nation,  gave 
the  BYU  squad  the  3-2  decision  and  the  national  championship.

BYU  SECURITY  and  the  Utah  County 
sheriff’s  office  were  alerted  and  the 
search  began  about  11  a.m.  Sunday. 
Searchers  at  the  base  of  Squaw  Peak 
heard  Wall  shouting  and  Hatch  and  Jew- 
ell climbed  to  where  they  could  see  the 
youth. 

Meanwhile  officers  contacted  the  Al- 
pine Club  and  made  arrangements  to  get 
equipment  necessary  for  the  rescue. 

RESCUERS  REACHED  Wall  and  low- 
ered him  "wrapped  like  a barrel"  from 
the  80  foot  ledge  on  whiqh  he  was 
stranded.  The  climbers  used  ropes  and 
blankets  to  get  the  injured  youth  down 
to  a level  where  he  could  be  bundled  on 
to  a litter. 

The  litter  was  then  carried  down  the 
rock  crusted  hillside  to  an  ambulance 
waiting  in  the  bottom  of  Rock  Canyon.

WALL  LEFT  HIS  dormitory  Saturday 
at  4 p.m.  and  headed  for  Squaw  Peak 
to  try  out  his  newly  repaired  mountain 
climbing  boots.  He  was  clad  only  in 
jeans,  a cotton  shirt  and  windbreakcr 
jacket. 

He  told  Universe  reporters  that  he  in- 
tended to  climb  the  sheer  rock  face  of 
Squaw  Peak  and  then  descend  the  slop- 
ing north  side  with  the  aid  of  a flash- 
light afterdark. 

DARKNESS  FELL  before  Wall  reach- 
ed the  summit  and  he  could  not  go.  He 
started  down  the  way  he  had  come  up 
but  found  it  increasingly  hard  to  find 
hand  holds. 

Finally,  he  reached  a point  where  he 
could  find  no  more  hand  holds.  With  his 
fingers  thrust  into  a small  crack  he  hung 
on  “for  what  seemed  like  hours,"  and 
then  slipped.  He  fell‘‘bouncing  and  roll- 
ing" about  30  feet  to  a ledge.  There  was 
an  80  foot  drop  from  the  lodge  to  jagged 
rocks  below,  Wall  said. 


IN  THE  F.'iLL  the  youth  injured  his 
leg  and  lost  his  glasses.  He  remained  on 
the  ledge,  which  sloped  downward,  for 
the  rest  of  the  night. 

He  said  he  dozed  off  for  short  periods 
of  time  "but  could  not  sleep  well  for  fear 
of  rolling  off  the  ledge.  He  shouted  in- 
termittently, hoping  to  attract  one  of  the 
couples  that  park  in  the  area  after  dark. 

HE  SAID  THAT  he  almost  gave  up 
hope  Sunday  morning  when  it  began  to 
snow,  and  his  shouts  were  unheeded.  It 
was  his  shouts  that  finally  led  Hatch 
and  Jewell  to  his  side. 

A physician  at  the  BYU  health  cen- 
ter said  that  Wall’s  interlined  boots  had 
probably  saved  his  feet  from  frostbite. 
He  suffered  multiple  contusions  and 
bruises,  but  no  fractures,  the  doctor  re- 
ported.

Butterscotch  Date  Drops 
5 dozen 

Cookie  sheet,  buttered 
Preheated  375  degree  oven 
% cup  (1^4  sticks)  butter 
H cup  granulated  sugar 
1 cup  firmly. packed  dark 
brown  sugar 
1 egg 

2hi  cups  sifted  flour 
% teaspoon  salt 
1 cup  finely  chopped  dates 
Cream  butter  and  sugars  to- 
gether thoroughly.  Beat  in  egg. 
Sift  flour  and  salt  together,  grad- 
ually add  to  butter  mixture. 
Beat  until  well  blended.  Stir  in 
chopped  dates.  Drop  by  tea- 
spoonful 2 inches  apart  onto 


cookie  sheet.  Flatten  with  a fork 
dipped  in  flour.  Bake  8-10  min- 
utes. Cool  on  cookie  rack. 

Date  Butter  Rounds 
About  5 dozen 
Cookie  sheet,  buttered 
Preheated  400  degree  oven 
% cup  (1^  sticks)  butter 
% cup  firmly  packed  brown 
sugar 

5 tablespoons  granulated  sugar 
1 unbeaten  egg  yolk 

1 teaspoon  vanilla 

2 cups  sifted  flour 

Date  butter  or  apple  butter 
Almonds,  whole  or  slivered 
Creat  butter;  add  sugars  and 
cream  thoroughly.  Beat  in  egg 
yolk  and  vanilla.  Blend  in  flour. 
Chill.  Roll  into  H inch  balls.  For 
each  cookie,  place  two  balls  % 
inch  •apart  on  cooky  sheet.  With 
bottom  of  a glass  which  has 
been  dipped  in  flour,  flatten  balls 
so  that  two  rounds  will  bake  to- 
gether at  one  side  to  make  one 
cookie.  Garnish  with  date  or  ap- 
ple butter  and  almonds.  Bake  8-
